WASHINGTON! The saga of Hewlett-Packard 
Co.’s spying scandal — which has toppled the 
company’s chairwoman, two other directors 
and at least two high-ranking executives — 
deepened in intrigue Thursday as lawmak- 
ers exploring the imbroglio summoned com- 
parisons to Watergate and Enron.

Gunman Sexually 
Abused Hostages 


Police identify shooter 
in siege at Colo, high 
school; one teen killed 

BAILEY, COLO. I The gunman who 
killed a student and committed sui- 
cide during a high school standoff 
methodically selected six girls as 
hostages — apparently favoring 
blondes — and sexually assaulted 
at least some of them, authorities 
and witnesses said Thursday. 

Sheriff Fred Wegener said the 
assaults went beyond touching or 
fondling. 

“It was pretty horrific,” Wegener 
said, without elaborating. 

The killer was identified as 53- 
year-old Duane Morrison, a petty 
criminal who had a Denver address 
but had apparently been living in 
his battered yellow Jeep. He walked 
inside the school Wednesday with 
two handguns and a backpack 
that he claimed contained a bomb. 


Investigators did not immediately 
say what was in the backpack. 

Authorities said they knew of no 
connection between Morrison, his 
hostages or anyone else at Platte 
Canyon High School in this moun- 
tain town of about 3,500. 

During the siege, he took the girls 
hostage in a sec- 
ond-floor class- 
room and even- 
tually released 
four of them 
A SWAT team 
used explosives 
to blow a hole in a 
classroom wall in 
hopes of getting a clear shot at him, 
but they couldn’t see him through 
the gap, and they blew the door off 
the hinges to get inside. 

Morrison fired at the SWAT offi- 
cers, shot 16 -year- old Emily Keyes 
in the back of the head as she tried 
to run away, and then killed himself, 
authorities said.

Al-Qaeda tape seeking 
scientists released as 
23 die in latest attacks 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Al-Qaeda in 
Iraq’s leader, in a chilling audio - 
tape released Thursday, called for 
nuclear scientists to join his group’s 
holy war and urged insurgents to 
kidnap Westerners so they could be 
traded for a blind Egyptian sheik 
who is in a U.S. prison. 

The fugitive terror chief said 
experts in the fields of “chemistry, 
physics, electronics, media and all 
other sciences — especially nuclear 
scientists and explosives experts” 
should join his group’s jihad, or holy 
war, against the West. 

“We are in dire need of you,” said 
the speaker, who identified himself 
as Abu Hamza al-Muhajir — also 
known as Abu Ayyub al-Masri. 

The 20 -minute audio was posted 
to a Web site that frequently airs al- 
Qaeda messages. The voice could 
not be independently identified, but 
it was thought to be al-Masri ’s. He 
also said more than 4,000 foreign 


militants have been killed in Iraq 
since the U.S.-led invasion in 2003 
— the first known statement from 
the insurgents about their death 
toll. 

It was unclear why al-Masri 
would advertise the loss of the 


group’s foreign fighters, but mar- 
tyrdom is revered among Islamic 
fundamentalists, and could be used 
as a recruiting tool. 

The audio message came on 
a day that saw the killings of at 
least 23 people and the discovery

Ahmadinejad defends 
nuelear activities as 
envoys wrap up talks 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran’s hard-line pres- 
ident on Thursday again rejected 
demands that Tehran suspend 
uranium enrichment, even as top 
Iranian and European diplomats 
sounded somewhat optimistic about 
making progress toward starting 
negotiations. 

Iranian and European envoys 
ended two days of talks in Berlin 
with no agreement on the enrich- 
ment issue but insisted they had 
“come to some positive conclusions” 
on ways to open broader talks on 
Iran’s nuclear program. 

Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad stood firm on his 
insistence that Iran has a right 
to pursue its atomic program and 
showed no sign of compromise 
over the U.N. Security Council’s 
demand that his government sus- 
pend enrichment. 

The statements from the negotia- 
tors and the Iranian president con- 


tinue a pattern of past months, in 
which Ahmadinejad publicly states 
a hard-line position of no compro- 
mise, often in front of large crowds, 
even as Iran’s negotiators try to 
reach deals behind the scenes. 

The Iranians appear to be gam- 
bling that even the hint of progress 
will blunt any 
push for U.N. 
sanctions over 
its program. 

Ahmadine- 
jad said Iran 
would not give 
in on its enrich- 
ment activities. 

“They asked for a one -day halt. 
We said we won’t do it,” he told 
thousands gathered in Karaj, west 
of Tehran. 

Iranian state TV quoted 
Ahmadinejad on Wednesday as 
saying Western negotiators were 
trying to persuade Iran to halt 
enrichment for just a day, to cre- 
ate an avenue for opening negotia- 
tions.

Tysons Corner Could Grow Further 


Shopping mall owners 
propose adding more 
office, residential units 

MCLEAN, VA. I Owners of Tysons 
Corner Center, already America’s 
sixth-largest shopping mall, are pro- 
posing a massive redevelopment to 
add thousands of residential and 
office units that proponents say will 
mesh with the planned expansion of 


Metrorail through the area. 

The mall just completed a major 
expansion last year, adding a movie 
theater and several sit-down restau- 
rants as it sought to transform itself 
into an entertainment destination 
as well as a shopping center. 

The new proposal is even more 
dramatic, and would essentially 
make the mall the hub of a new, 
urban Tysons Corner, which county 
officials want to serve as a pedes- 


trian-friendly downtown. 

“It’s hard to take a suburban area 
without a street grid and make it 
urban, but this will go a long way 
in that direction,” said John W. 
Anderson, president of Macerich 
East Development LLC. 

The proposal would add 3.5 mil- 
lion square feet of office, residen- 
tial and retail space to the existing 
2.2 million square feet of retail. The 
proposal includes 1,350 apartments 


and condos, a 300 -room hotel, four 
office buildings and 19 acres of pub- 
lic space. 

Macerich, the company that 
owns Tysons Corner Center and 
at least a share of 72 other malls 
across the country, agreed to boost 
the residential portion of the proj- 
ect in response to county officials’ 
request. It also agreed to designate 
8 percent of the units as affordable 
housing. (AP) 


Va. Begins Effort 
For Recycling of 
Assistive Tech 

RICHMOND, VA. I Virginia is creating a 
network to recycle wheelchairs, canes 
and walkers that often are trashed 
when no longer needed, costing the 
state millions of dollars. 

State health officials will link 
charity groups already recycling so- 
called assistive technology through 
an online database, helping get 
things like costly power scooters 
to people who cannot otherwise 
afford them. 

A large percentage of those 
items are purchased with public 
dollars, said Ken Knorr, director 
of the Virginia Assistive Technology 
System. He said the recycling effort 
should be in place within three 
years, the time it will take to com- 
pile a list of existing programs, cre- 
ate new ones and secure funding. 

In fiscal year 2006, Virginia 
Medicaid covered $55.2 million in 
durable medical equipment needs 
— including AT devices — for non- 
managed care patients, (ap)

Va. Deaths in the 
Workplace Rise 

RICHMOND, VA. | The number of job - 
related fatalities rose 9 percent in 
Virginia last year, with transporta- 
tion accidents continuing to be the 
leading cause of death, the state labor 
department reported Thursday. 

The Virginia Department of 
Labor and Industry said there 
were 186 occupational fatalities 
in the state in 2005, up from 171 
the previous year. It was the third 
straight year workplace fatalities 
increased. 

Transportation deaths accounted 
for 69 deaths, down from 84 in 2004, 
while “contact with objects and 
equipment” resulted in 35 deaths, 
up from 22 the prior year, (ap) 


Curfew in 
D.C. to Go 
Into Oct. 

10 p.m. limit for youth 
extended by Williams, 
saying lives are saved 

WASHINGTON I Mayor Anthony 
Williams said Thursday he has 
extended a 10 p.m. youth curfew 
put in place after a spike in violent 
crime during the summer. 

The temporary, tighter curfew 
approved in July would have expired 
Thursday night. But Williams’ 
action means it will now expire 
Oct. 19. 

The mayor’s announcement came 
the same week that three teenagers 
were killed in a 24 -hour period. 

“We are all saddened by the 
recent deaths of three of our young 
people, but we feel that the curfew 
has worked to save the lives of oth- 
ers,” Williams said. 

Police, local officials and oth- 
ers became alarmed by a sudden 
increase in violent crime in July: 
14 killings during the first 12 days 
of the month. There also had been 
a 13 percent increase in robberies 
in the first seven months of the year 
compared with the same period in 
2005. (AP)

Dow Briefly Hits Milestone 



Index bounces above 
record set in 2000 in 
early morning trading 

NEW YORK I The Dow Jones indus- 
trial average reached a milestone 
Thursday in Wall Street’s nearly 
seven-year recovery from corpo- 
rate upheaval, economic recession 
and terrorism, briefly trading above 
its record-high close of 11,722.98 set 
on Jan. 14, 2000. 

The index of 30 blue chip 
stocks surpassed its record, ris- 
ing to 11,728.46 in early morning 
trading. 

“These numbers sometimes tend 
to act as magnets and the market 
it sometimes pulled up toward it,” 
said Russ Koesterich, senior port- 
folio manager at Barclays Global 
Investments in San Francisco. 

According to preliminary calcu- 
lations, the Dow rose 29.21, or 0.25 


percent, to 11,718.45. It has yet to 
reach its all-time trading high of 
11,750.28, also set Jan. 14, 2000. 

The last time the Dow stood at 
these levels. Wall Street was pro- 
pelled by investors eager for a slice 
of the wealth being generated by the 
dot-com and housing booms. 


More recently, the Federal 
Reserve’s decision to pause after 
more than two years of interest 
rate hikes and evidence the econ- 
omy is moderating, not heading for 
a hard landing, gave investors the 
impetus to push the Dow past its

Singing gospel music isn’t 
easy, says Summers, who puts 
her choir through long hours of 
preparation for a single service. 
And, she reminds you, “These 
are not professionals.

“We need to get better,” coach 
Ralph Friedgen said. “I think the 
team can be better than the level we 
are playing now. I have a tremen- 
dous belief in these kids and we will 
keep working to get better.” 

Maryland’s Atlantic Coast 
Conference schedule begins next 
week with a trip to No. 24 Georgia 
Tech (3-1).

Meanwhile, inexperienced play- 
ers such as second baseman Bernie 


Castro got a taste of the majors 
without pressure. 

Translation: more optimism 
when spring rolls around. 

Sure, it’s a nice spin on an other- 
wise dismal year. But when you’re 
about to finish last in your division, 
it’s all you have. 

“I’ve said on a few occasions 
this month that I am very proud 
of this team, the way they’ve given 
the effort,” Robinson said. “You 
can’t dwell on your negatives like 
you can’t live on your successes.” 

If nothing else, the Nationals 
answered two questions this sea- 
son: 1) Zimmerman is as good as 
advertised; and 2) There’ll be a lot 
of spots up for grabs next spring. 

“We’ve been playing a whole lot 
better of late,” Zimmerman said. “If 
we can take that — especially with 
a lot of the younger guys who are 
getting experience right now — it 
will kind of carry some momentum 
for next year and show these guys

Robinson Has 
Done D.C. Well 

IT’S NOT OFFICIAL YET, BUT Frank 
Robinson’s managing days are 
almost over. 

This weekend, the Hall of Famer 
will send out a team that will play 
as hard — and as well— as possible 
against the Mets at RFK Stadium. 

Win or lose, the Nationals will do 
their fans and organization proud. 
That’s what Robinson brings out in 
teams. 

Then Robinson will be fired, an 
unceremonious dismissal for one of 
the game’s greats. 

The oldest of old- school base- 
ball men, Robinson has instilled a 
sense of professionalism and pride 
that won’t soon be forgotten. 

Four years ago, he took a job 
nobody wanted managing a team, 
the Expos, that Major League 
Baseball didn’t even want. 

It was to be a one-year term 
before the team was contracted. 
The team was never axed, but with- 
out an owner, it kept losing its best 
players year in and year out. 


Robinson didn’t quit; he didn’t 
complain. He just managed harder 
and produced teams that were far 
more competitive than expected. 

Last year’s early-season run was 
magical for a city experiencing a 
baseball renaissance. 

One last rotten offseason with 
injuries and without true manage- 
ment doomed this season before it 
started. But just ask the Phillies,

fighting for a playoff spot, how 
hard it is to beat a team coached 
by Robinson. 

Some will laud the firing, cit- 
ing Robinson’s preference to rely 
on instincts over numbers.

Rather, Robinson deserves 
applause for the job he’s done keep- 
ing an otherwise listless franchise 
afloat for four years.

Wizards’ Winning Formuia 


Team believes adding 
‘toughness’ will result 
in more wins this year 

WIZARDS I Fans may have want- 
ed the big free agent signing (Ben 
Wallace) or the big trade (rumors 
surfaced about Jermaine O’Neal), 
but the words the Wizards used to 
describe their offseason weren’t 
“star power” and “scoring.” 

“We added toughness to our 
team,” President of Basketball 
Operations Ernie Grunfeld said 
of the Wizards, who start train- 
ing camp next week. “We added a 
couple of players that have proven 
in this league to be good defenders 
and hard-nosed competitors.” 

Coach Eddie Jordan used the 
same words, saying that a top pri- 
ority this season is being “tougher 
around the rim.” 



“As for our goals,” Jordan said, 
“we want to make sure we’re not 
giving up layups as much as we did 
in the past.” 

Giving up layups is still a sore 
subject for a Wizards team that saw 
its season end in the playoffs last year 
with three one-point losses (two on 
late layups by LeBron James). 

But who is going to be that tough 
personality protecting the paint at all 
costs? The Wizards let restricted free 
agent Jared Jeffries, widely consid- 
ered one of the team’s best defenders, 
sign with the Knicks this offseason, 
clearly thinking they could replace 
his defensive tenacity with players 
who could have more of a scoring 
and rebounding threat while still 
playing hard-nosed defense. 

The team’s two signings this

summer were Darius Songaila and 
DeShawn Stevenson. Songaila is a 
power forward who has averaged 
seven points and four rebounds in 
his three seasons, and Stevenson 
gives the Wizards a 6 -foot- 5 guard 
with eight years of experience. 

“By adding DeShawn and 
Darius, who we feel will be very 
good for us, we have tough, vet- 
eran defenders,” Jordan said. “We 
have guys who can do equally as 
well at both ends of the floor, and 
that’s going to help us.” 

Jordan knows stars Gilbert 
Arenas and Caron Butler will always 
be aggressive, and he has already 
seen Stevenson, who had knee sur- 
gery in the offseason, competing with 
Butler in five-on-five drills. 

“What we see is that [Stevenson] 
and Caron are really competing 
against each other on the floor,” 
Jordan said. “They seem to be tough 
personalities and tough players.” 

And that seems to be the com- 
mon theme for the Wizards on 
the eve of another NBA season.

FILM I In “School for Scoundrels,” 
Billy Bob Thornton does a watered- 
down version of his belligerent “Bad 
Santa” character, while Jon Heder 
does an even nerdier version of 
the role that made him famous in 
“Napoleon Dynamite.” 

The clash of those two opposing 
forces provides a few laughs for a 
little while. But then director Todd 
Phillips, following up his gleefully 
juvenile “Old School,” can’t decide 
what he wants his movie to be. 

Thornton stars as a wiry, enig- 
matic figure known only as Dr. P, 
who teaches a class for insecure 
men. He encourages them (with 
the help of a relentlessly abusive 
Michael Clarke Duncan) to be 
a lion, to take what’s theirs. He 
berates and hazes them, which 
frequently results in his students 
being hit/kicked/shot with paint- 
ball pellets in the groin. 

Heder co-stars as Roger, 


an unbelievably milquetoast 
Manhattan meter maid who enrolls 
in the class after being rejected by 
yet another kid in the Big Brother 
program for which he volunteers. 

The course itself is a clever idea, 
the misfit students sufficiently vivid 
in their social challenges. One guy 
(Matt Walsh) has yet to move out 


of his parents’ basement; another 
(Horatio Sanz, who’s never funny) 
is tired of his wife walking all over 
him. And in the beginning, when 
they’re all exposing their weak- 
nesses and struggling awkwardly 
to overcome them, the film does 
have an insane energy about it. 

But then the script veers into 


oppressively mean territory; then 
it drags with repetitive one-upman- 
ship. Then it turns into a cheesy 
romantic comedy, complete with 
a climactic mad dash through the 
airport. And after several false end- 
ings, “School for Scoundrels” feels 
like it will just never let out.

‘The Guardian’ 
plunges into the icy 
waters of film cliche 

FILM I Kevin Costner and Ashton 
Kutcher’s “The Guardian” 
drags on like a slow boat ride to 
Anchorage. 

Like almost any well-intentioned 
tale of selfless rescuers, the movie 
has its potent moments, with direc- 
tor Andrew Davis crafting hearty 
action sequences of men hurl- 
ing themselves into peril to save 
others. 

The drama and emotion behind 
the action is so frosty, though, you 
could die of exposure by the time 
“The Guardian” lumbers to its 


climax. 

Costner’s Ben Randall is a leg- 
endary Coast Guard swimmer based 
in Kodiak, Alaska, where he leaps 


from helicopters into frigid, churn- 
ing waters to haul drowning fisher- 
men, tourists and others to safety. 
Tragedy strikes during a cargo - 


boat rescue, so traumatizing Ben 
that he’s dispatched to the classroom 
at the Coast Guard’s elite school, 
where he oversees the instruction 
of a fresh crop of swimmers. 

Ben applies unconventional 
training methods to prepare the 
wannabe rescuers, who include 
arrogant recruit Jake Fischer 
(Kutcher). 

The two men clash, bond, 
clash some more, then build a sort 
of father- son relationship. And, of 
course, they eventually must team 
up for a daring rescue that pounds 
the movie’s theme of self-sacrifice 
home with a sledgehammer. 

It’s uncertain whether “The 
Guardian” could have been salvaged 
with more cuts. But at least view- 
ers would not have had to spend so 
much time in icy waters if Davis had 
aborted the mission quicker.

Gosling plays Dan Dunne, ajunior high 
school teacher in Brooklyn who tries to 
teach Hegelian dialectics by day, smokes 
crack at night and seems to be cracking 
himself underthe pressures of his ide- 
als and a sense of cynicism and futility. 
The good news in Dan’s life is a promis- 
ing student, Audrey, played in a revelato- 
ry debut by Shareeka Epps. Nearly every 
scene rings with ragged truth, (ah) 

THE HOUSE OF SAND (R, 115 minutes) 
The Old Testament by way of Gabriel 
Garcia Marquez might be one way to 
start to describe this otherworldly cin- 
ematic journey that has been less directed 
than conjured by Andrucha Waddington. 
This story ofa mother and daughter who 
settle in the desert outback of northern 
Brazil in 1910 unfolds in a kind of bru- 
tal, gorgeous dreamscape as Maria 
(Fernanda Montenegro) and daughter 
Aurea (Fernanda Torres) arrive in a god- 
forsaken corner of nowhered. The film 
follows the women’s lives through the 
1960s, during which they befriend a local 
fisherman named Massu (Seu Jorge). 
Visually dazzling, epic in its sweep and 
deeply romantic in its sensibility, this is 
one of those films whose images and 
ideas linger long after the lights come 
on.

Vengeance Is Dexters 


A new Showtime 
series explores the 
mind of a serial killer 

DEBUT I As the lead in the new 
Showtime series “Dexter,” Michael 
C. Hall has devoted many hours to 
trying to understand his character, 
Dexter Morgan, a self-acknowledged 
sociopath who by day works as a 
forensic pathologist and by night 
sets out to vivisect and eventually 
kill those who have it coming. 

“He claims to be without cer- 
tain fundamental human traits,” 
Hall said recently during a shoot- 
ing break on an interior set of a 
police station at the Sunset Gower 
Studios. “He imagines himself as 


faking every human interaction. 
And yet there’s something about 
him within the context of this world 
that’s as human as anyone else.” 

A daring, macabre take on the 
traditional crime show, the series, 
debuting on Sunday, is Showtime’s 
latest effort to find a breakout hit 
that might help close the subscrib- 
er gap with HBO. The past few 
years. Showtime’s original series 
— “Sleeper Cell,” “Weeds,” “Huff” 
and “Brotherhood” — have gener- 
ated critical praise but have failed 
to produce substantial ratings.

He has read 
profiles of serial killers and skillfully 
avoids displaying those characteris- 
tics. But now and then, he can’t help 
but make comic mistakes. 

“He’s obviously a very cunning 
and capable guy, but in certain 
instances there’s an innocence about 
him that is potentially funny, poten- 
tially endearing,” Hall said. “Would 
that we all took such responsibil-

Radio pirate sets up 
stations and helps 
others do the same 

To Stephen Dunifer, it was yet 
another revolutionary moment. 
But to the untrained eye, it looked 
more like a geek fest. 

Over four days, a dozen men 
and women shyly bumped shoul- 
ders as they studied schematics 
and tinkered with romex connec- 
tors, resistors, microphone cords, 
meters, sockets and capacitors — 
the stuff of illegal radio stations. 

In the corner of this cluttered 
electronics lab, hunched over a com- 
puter, sat Dunifer, their teacher, “the 
patron saint of pirate radio.” Part 
rock star, part Johnny Appleseed 
and fully the bane of the Federal 
Communications Commission, 
Dunifer has long, gray hair, large, 
clear glasses and a deep com- 
mitment to what he calls “Free 
Radio.” 

“We’re not stealing anything. 
We’re claiming something that’s 
rightfully ours,” he says. 

His goal is to create FM radio 
stations faster than the FCC can 
shut them down.

“It’s always been our position 
that if enough people go on the 
air with their stations, the FCC 
will be overwhelmed and unable 
to respond,” he says. 

Pirate radio is radio without 
a license, radio without govern- 
ment regulations. It’s “America the 
criminal” at midnight on Human 
Rights Radio in Springfield, 111., and 
pre-dawn erotica on Freak Radio 
in Santa Cruz, Calif. It’s an inor- 
dinate amount of Frank Zappa at 
WFZR (a station dedicated to play- 
ing his music) in West End, Pa., and 
the “Voice of the American Patriot” 
(“no support for liberals disguised as 
wannabe Conservatives”) at NLNR 
in Butte, Mont. 

At Dunifer’s Radio Camp, stu- 
dents are warned about the FCC and 
taught how to evade the enforce- 
ment agents. At the end of four

intense days, they walked out hold- 
ing their own, hand-built, ready-to- 
use FM radio transmitter, a shiny 
box slightly larger than a brick. 


Their reasons for wanting their 
own station were equally diverse: 
a neat, middle-aged woman from 
Mexico, accompanied by a transla- 


tor, said she wanted to bring news 
and political information to her 
community; two young men from 
Tucson said they wanted to start a 
new pirate station to replace several 
that have been shut down. 

No one is sorrier to hear about 
these Radio Camp graduates 
than Dennis Wharton, spokes- 
man for the National Association 
of Broadcasters, who described 
Dunifer as “the patron saint of 
pirate radio.” And he didn’t mean 
it as praise. 

He said his members, push the 
FCC to enforce the rules against 
pirate operators. 

“It’s like whack a mole,” he said. 
“You knock it out in one place 
and it pops up somewhere else.”

As a result of making the Frank 
Gehry documentary, what surprises 

0 you about the archi- 
tectural profession? 

The part that sur- 
prised me with Frank 
was how the comput- 
er had become inte- 
grated into the design process, 
enabling him really to make any 
shape he could dream of. 

How did directing this film compare 
with the others you’ve directed? 

It was completely different than any 
other experience I’ve had directing. 
When you work without a script, you 
are, in a sense, working in a much 
more improvisational way than 
when you are prepared totally. I 
found the experience very liberat- 
ing and wish I could find a way to 


bring some of those techniques into 
the making of fiction films. 

“Tootsie” is one of my all-time 
favorite movies. It ran on cable a 
few weeks ago and several friends 
and I kicked up our heels and had a 
great time watching it. How does it 
feel to make a movie and know that 
20-plus years later that same movie 
is still entertaining the masses? 
Obviously, its a good feeling to 
know that something you’ve done 
has lasted. Making films is much 
more difficult than people imagine, 
and so the experience of actually 
directing them is not one I’ve ever 
relished. But I love having made a 
film and watching it when it affects 
audiences in a positive way. 

In your stints as an actor, do you 
ever feel the temptation to offer 
advice to whomever is directing? 

The impulse — yes. The tempta- 
tion — never. 

Who are your favorite directors? 

I’m a huge fan of Kristof Kieslowski. 
My early favorites were directors like 
Kazan and any of the new- wave 
directors — Truffaut, Bergman, 
Kurasawa.

For 
straight sipping, use Riedel’s 
pisco glass, launched earlierthis 
year; it looks like a champagne 
flute with a very wide opening. 


Alabardero and Seasons. At Gallery 
in Silver Spring, chef Ward Deal 
tosses it in with mussels instead 
of white wine; Bethesda’s Rock 
Creek uses it in mango martinis. 
(You may see Chilean bottles claim- 
ing to contain pisco, but don’t be 
fooled.) 

Asher also produces La Diablada 
($38), a fruitier pisco blend made 
from three types of grape and 
pressed just once. But if you’re look- 
ing to sip your pisco straight — as 
Javier Angeles-Beron, the Peruvian 
chef at Silver Spring’s Ceviche, said 
is the “real” way to enjoy it — you 
may want to opt for Asher’s Nusta 
($100), which won best in class at 
the 2005 International Wine and 
Spirit Competition. 

Angeles-Beron will soon be join- 
ing Asher’s quest to promote the 
drink with the impending opening 
of Yaku, an all-Peruvian restaurant 
on Wilson Boulevard in Arlington, 
for which he intends a full pisco 
menu. “I want to teach customers 
how to drink it straight, and which 
food goes best with which pisco,” 
he said. Next month, he’s flying 
south to collect new varieties, and 
he’s doing research into how he can 
produce his own. 

If all goes according to plan, 
expect Washington to look a 
heck of a lot more like Lima, vicky

Sweet on Piseo 


Peruvian booze 
gets a boost 
fronn Bethesda 

While her pals were still guzzling 
juice boxes, Melanie Asher’s mouth 
was watering for booze — in an 
entreprenurial way. The Peruvian- 
born Asher grew up in Bethesda, 
but when she visited her relatives in 
Peru, she was fascinated by how they 
all downed glasses of pisco, a bran- 
dy virtually unknown in the U.S. So 
Asher vowed to change that. 

This past January, 20 years after 
deciding to popularize the potable, 
Asher introduced her line of three 
piscos to America. “I’ve wanted to 
do this my whole life,” proclaimed 
the 31-year- old, who handles every 
aspect of production and distribu- 
tion. She even heads to Peru three 
times a year to make the stuff herself 
(“On the Web site, you can see me 
stamping the grapes”) and wheels 
boxes of it into liquor stores. 

Macchu Pisco ($20), her pre- 
mium brand, is a single varietal 
made from the quebranta grape. 
“This is considered the macho man 
of grapes. It’s very strong and full- 
bodied,” Asher said. And because 
it’s non- aromatic, the resulting 80- 
proof white spirit is akin to a smooth 
vodka. This makes it an ideal candi-

The stuff comes from contractors, 
demolition crews and building 
stores. Prices are 50 to 75 percent 
below retail, and all proceeds ben- 
efit Habitat. 

Two Restores operate in north- 
ern Virginia, one in Alexandria 
(7770 -G Richmond Hwy.; 703- 
360-6700), the other in Manassas 
(9506 Center St.; 703-369-6708). 
Both fill their warehouse-type spac- 
es with kitchen cabinets priced from 
$10 to $75 each. There are lots of 
appliances too, some brand new. I 
recently spotted a few sets of dou- 
ble ovens for $75, a dishwasher 
for $25, freestanding ranges for 
$100 and full-sized refrigerators 
for $200. Sinks and toilets in zil- 
lions of colors are $10 to $25. It’s 
like the low, low prices touted by 
one of those Crazy Eddies on TV, 
except you won’t have to deal with 
any nut so sales dudes. 

Other house bargains include 
windows and doors (some still 
with stickers on them!), paint and 
tile and brand-name tools. 

In addition to offering great 
deals and helping Habitat for 
Humanity, ReStore is reducing 
our landfills, too. All the materials 
they accept from homeowners and 
contractors are essentially recycled 
back into the building stream. And 
you get a tax- deductible receipt if 
you buy something here. 



Q Help! I threw a wild 
party, and now I have 
wine stains on my 
grandmother’s Oriental carpet 
and chocolate smudges on my 
new sofa.

They 
specialize in home fabric cleaning, 
and will either send a stain-fighting 
hero to your place or clean your car- 
pets or cushions in their workshop. 
They also sell spray- on stain repel- 
lent for upholstery, which you might 
buy before your next bash. 


The folks at Christopher’s also 
have some good tips on their Web 
site. Who knew that you actually 
shouldn’t clean upholstery regularly, 
but only treat spots as needed? For 
rugs, it’s the opposite — by the time 
that kilim looks grotty, it’s overdue 
for a scrub down. 

Wanna zap stains yourself? The 
key is speed. Blot any spill right after 
it happens, not the next morning. 
For carpet blemishes, try an eco- 
friendly cleaner (greenhome.com) 
and follow the instructions on the 
bottle. For that wine stain, you could 
try diluted dish detergent followed 
by 34 cup of vinegar mixed in warm 
water. For chocolate, a little deter- 
gent in water might do the trick — 
just be wary of water spotting the 
fabric.

“I was so drawn to it that when 
I saw other people looking at it, I 
wanted it for my own,” Ayers said. 
“The charm made it unique.” 

It’s long been conventional wis- 
dom in the real estate business, par- 
ticularly in the Washington area, 
that neutrally painted and decorat- 
ed homes bring in the most offers 
and sell most quickly. Agents typ- 
ically tell home sellers to rid their 
properties of idiosyncratic furnish- 
ings and decor that might turn off 
some prospective buyers. 

But with a growing number of 
houses for sale — there were 40,870 
houses on the market in the region 
in August, up from 18,368 in August 
2005, according to Metropolitan 
Regional Information Systems Inc., 
the area’s multiple listing service — 
some real estate brokers are find- 
ing that houses now need unique 
detail so they will linger in shop- 
pers’ minds. Even agents who are 
trained to distinguish small differ- 
ences among properties find that 
sorting among a rising inventory 
of for- sale houses can result in a 
mind-numbing blur. 

“Sometimes I see 50 condos in a 
weekend, and they all blend togeth- 
er in my mind,” said Rick Bosl, an 
agent with Keller Williams Realty in 
Vienna. He said that in some build- 
ings, three or four almost identical 
units can be for sale. Although price 
is the first and most important cri- 
terion for buyers, a few memora- 
ble details can make a difference, 
as well. 

That’s the marketing strategy 
that Nancy and Jack Ginsburg are 
using to sell their house in Leesburg. 
Nancy, who studied art at Michigan 
State University, is a painter who 
has made her home her canvas. An 
Asian art aficionado, she painted 
a coiled red dragon on her dining 
room ceiling, a spray of cherry blos- 
soms in the butler’s pantry and a 
jungle-themed bedroom that fea- 
tures lush palm fronds crawling 
up the walls. The doorway to her 
daughter’s bedroom is highlight- 
ed by a painted floral garland, an 
image that suggests the visitor is 
stepping through a trellis to an out- 
door garden. 

“I love color and I have no 
qualms about it,” said Ginsburg, 
50. But then the Ginsburgs, who 
became empty nesters when their 
daughter left for college, began 
thinking of moving closer to the 
city and pondered putting their 
house up for sale. When their real

estate agent, Elena Pehrkon of 
McEneamey Associates in McLean, 
saw the house, she blanched a bit. 
The house certainly violates the 
all-beige mantra. They consid- 
ered painting everything over in a 
neutral color, or offering a paint- 
ing allowance. On the other hand, 
they reasoned, with 40 other simi- 
lar houses for sale in the same price 
range, it might be a good idea to let 


the high-spirited decorations speak 
for themselves. 

Pehrkon wasn’t sure how the 
unusual decor would play in 
Northern Virginia, where tastes 
tend to be conservative, so when 
she prepared the brochure and Web 
site for the property, she decided 
to highlight the more conventional 
aspects: the premium lot that backs 
to parkland, the upgraded ameni- 
ties, the granite countertops in the 
expansive kitchen. 

But when she held an open house 
for brokers, she noticed that visi- 
tors stuck around longer than usual, 
oohing and aahing over the painted 
rooms, and asking each other which 
rooms they liked best. The house, 
recently listed for sale at $860,000, 
has not yet sold, but Pehrkon feels 
it got good buzz. 

“It may not be to everyone’s lik- 


ing,” Pehrkon said, but “it’s nicely 
and tastefully done.” And the decor 
gives the house personality, some- 
thing that is important when so 
many homes “all look the same 
after a while,” she said. 

In other words, some say, now 
is the time to stand out from the 
pack. 

“It goes against the real estate 
grain, but it’s a good idea to do one 
thing that makes that house have 
personality,” said Diana Whitfield, 
an agent with Long & Foster in 
Burke. “It can’t be awful — a fuch- 
sia bedroom would be outside the 
box — but so that it’s different. So 
that it’s not plain vanilla.” 

Not everybody agrees. “In 
Washington, you don’t want to get 
too unusual,” said Mark Gude, an 
agent with Continental Properties 
in the District. “This is a very tradi- 


tional city. The guys wear button- 
down shirts and the girls wear Ann 
Taylor.” 

To Gude, a little bit is plenty. One 
detail he liked in a condominium 
he saw for sale recently was an 
unusual foyer painted with hori- 
zontal stripes. He thought it worked. 
It was, however, beige. 

“Paint? Yeah, I’m all for it. Beige,” 
he said. 

Others say homeowners need to 
go back to the basics — and that 
all the details need to be superla- 
tives. “We can’t afford for a house to 
be average anymore,” said Shirley 
Mattam-Male, a real estate agent 
with McEnearney Associates in 
McLean, who serves as the real 
estate expert on HGTV’s “Designed 
to Sell.” 

“Every house has to show like a

designer showcase home.” 

No matter how funky or straight- 
laced the decor, however, a few con- 
cepts are mandatory, according to 
real estate agents. Some items uni- 
versally get the old heave-ho — clut- 
ter, stacks of old newspapers and 
mountains of extra gloves and 
baseball caps crammed into the 
closets. Also banished are things 
that may offend different tastes, 
such as nude photographs of the 
owners and their closest friends, 
walls of brooding religious icons, 
grip-and-grin photos that shout 
the seller’s political affiliation, or 
extensive beer- can collections. 

But aside from those certain- 
ties, the change in the market has 
left sellers and real estate agents 
thinking about defining which 
details make a house memora- 
ble in a good way, and those that 
make it memorable in a bad way. 
Red-flocked wallpaper is almost 
always bad now, for example, said 
Jane Fairweather, an agent with 
Coldwell Banker in Bethesda.

In fact, any wallpaper is usually 
a turnoff because so many buyers 
dread the prospect of scraping it off 
the walls, Whitfield said. “Wallpaper 
is out,” she said.

ent. While older buyers preferred 
beige, cream and white, younger 
buyers and people from other parts 
of the country like more color than 
in the past, local real estate agents 
say. Rooms painted in bright mod- 
ern colors — sage or apple green, 
not hunter green, for example — are 
attracting more attention.

The key for home sellers, 
Fairweather said, is moderation. 
“Houses with personality get buy- 
ers to remember them,” she said. 
“But if you go too far out on a tan- 
gent, and you customizejust for your 
own taste, you’ll narrow the pool of 
buyers for your house. ... It needs to 
be within the envelope of what this 
market considers tasteful.” 

But when a house has unique fea- 
tures, it also gives agents something 
special to sell. 

One house in Cleveland Park, 
priced at $1,575 million, is par- 
ticularly flamboyant. Amid its 
Italianate, almost rococo, decor is 
a bedroom that seems designed for 
use as the setting for a scene from 
the film “A Passage to India.”

History Gets Hipper 


Shops, java huts and 
haute condos keep 
Georgetown bustling 

Real estate brochures love to tout 
“location, location, location.” But if 
they’re meant to sell a condo- 
minium or town house in 
Georgetown, the hyper- 
bole might be true. The 
historic streets and 
brick sidewalks of D.C.’s 
oldest neighborhood may 
well represent the ultimate capi- 
tal address. 

It’s here, after all, where 
Hollywood comes to film, chain 
stores come to open and people 


from college students to socialites 
come to be seen. 

Georgetown actually predates 
the formation of the District itself. 
The Town of George began as its 
own municipality in 1751 and served 
as a thriving port for goods such 
as tobacco before it was formally 
annexed in 1871. 

G-town established itself 
as an affluent neighborhood 
in 1862 with the addition of 
horse-drawn streetcars on 
M Street. But by the turn of 
the 20th century, the area had 
became a veritable slum, with 
industries like lumber yards and 
meat rendering plants lining the 
banks of the Potomac River. One

remnant of those grimy days — the 
130 -foot-high redbrick smokestack 
of a former garbage incinerator — 
now crowns a complex holding the 
Loews Georgetown 14 movie the- 
ater and the tony Ritz- Carlton hotel 
and condominiums. 

Thanks mostly to FDR New 
Dealers, whose interest in 
Georgetown’s storied past (and 
fab architecture) brought them 
back in the 1930s, the zone again 
started drawing the affluent, the 
fashionable and the politically 
plugged-in. Big-name residents 
recently past (John F. Kennedy) 
and present (John Kerry, George 
Stephanopolous), lively restaurants 
and high-end shopping solidified 
the neighborhood’s cachet. 

“I can’t begin to say how much 
Georgetown’s reputation has to do 
with why people are looking to buy 
here,” said Nancy Taylor-Bubes, a 
Coldwell Banker Realtor who knows

Continued from E13 
firsthand. Until recently, she lived in 
a condominium at the Washington 
Harbour, the luxe development 
where Wisconsin Avenue meets 
the Potomac. “But it’s not always 
easy trying to buy here.” 

Georgetown, she said, has lim- 
ited room for new condo complexes. 
And listings in established buildings 
often go as quickly as the $100 -an- 
ounce skin creams peddled in the 
neighborhood’s posh shops. “You’re 
not likely to find much for less than 
half a million dollars,” said Taylor- 
Bubes. On average, residential prices 
in Georgetown cost buyers upward 
of $700 per square foot. 

But Sarah Hudson and Susan 
Fagen, Realtors with Long & 
Foster’s Georgetown office, said it’s 
always possible to find something. 
A recent troll through their listings 
showed 40 potential properties on 
the market in and around the area, 
ranging from a $259,000 studio to 
a nearly $4 million penthouse in a 
newer building by the river. 

None of the 28 condos at the Ritz 
was on the market at press time. 
If they were, one can assume the 
personalized service of a boutique 


building (and its accompanying 
full-time staff) would fall into the 
upper brackets. 

“I think people really like the 
neighborhood because it’s so leafy 
and charming,” said Fagen. “The 
homes are impeccable, and you 
walk along cobblestone streets 
under grand old trees.” 

It was just the kind of charm that 
36-year-old attorney Alex Lakatos 
was seeking when he bought a two- 
bedroom condo at 2500 Q Street 
in early 2001. A partner at Mayer, 
Brown and Roe’s West End office, 
he especially enjoys the five-minute 
walk to work each morning. 

“And five minutes in anoth- 
er direction will take me right to 
Dupont Circle, or down to M Street 
into the heart of Georgetown — it’s 
just the perfect location,” he said. 

Lakatos remembers, all too 
vividly, the difficulties of finding 
the right place here at the right 
price. Sometimes, jumping into 
this hot zone just requires luck 
and timing. 

“After four months of looking, I 
was actually able to see this place 
right before it was going on market.

I loved it and bought it immediately 
for the asking price,” he said. One 
of his favorite amenities is simple 
— the view. At night, he can take in 
the sparkling high-rises of Rosslyn, 
Va. He and his wife, Kelly, make a 
tradition of watching the Fourth 
of July fireworks from their bed- 
room window. 

Just down QStreetfrom Lakatos, 
there’s a rather unusual Georgetown 
sight — or site: new construction. 
Back from the street, and easy to 
miss, the Sheridan Garage, original- 
ly built in 1922 to house the cars of 
Georgetown’s elite, has been vacant 
since the early 1980s. Local devel- 
oper Kenner- Squire bought the 
property back in 2002, and after 
working with the neighbors and the 
Old Georgetown Board to come up 
with the final design, started the 
project late last year. 

The plan calls for a conversion 
of the garage and the addition of 
two buildings that, when finished, 
will look like adjoining row houses. 
With an average size of 1,100 square

feet each, the 34 Sheridan Garage 
units (priced from $600,000 to 
$900,000) are expected to deliv- 
er next summer. 

Conversions of rental units to 
condos is popular in Georgetown 
right now. The Madelon, a brick 
building that shelters popular side- 
walk restaurants like celeb haunt 
Cafe Milano (3251 Prospect St. 
NW; 202-333-6183), Bangkok 
Bistro (3251 Prospect St.; 202- 
337-2424) and Peacock Cafe (3251 
Prospect St. NW; 202-625-2740), 
is in the process of fully renovat- 
ing its 35 units. The condos, which 
until March were rentals, have no 
load-baring walls, meaning that 
floor plans can be modified to the 
owner’s specifications. “You basi- 
cally pay for a clean shell, and the 
price includes a remodel of a new 
kitchen and bath,” said developer 
Robert Elliott. “It’s the best of both 
worlds : a brand-new home in a his- 
toric, green setting with plenty of 
shops and spots to eat.”

The crowds of well-dressed folks on 


weekend nights — some more sober 
than others — prove that, despite up- 
and-coming nightlife neighborhoods 
(H Street Northwest, Penn Quarter, 
Clarendon), Georgetown remains 
alive and popular after 5 p.m. 

So where are the cool kids drink- 
ing and dining? Some head to Mate 
(3101 K St. NW; 202-333-2006), a 
slick crimson-walled lounge with 
sharp, metallic lights dripping 
from the ceiling. The menu danc- 
es between Asian and Latin, dish- 
ing out yellowtail/corn masa sushi 
rolls and miso soup with quinoa (a 
South American grain). Make sure 
to dude up if you come here, since 


a strict dress code (no sneakers, T- 
shirts or hats, Georgetown Hoyas or 
otherwise) seems to keep the crowds 
down. It’s either that or the some- 
what burly bouncers. 

If you’re more neo -bohemian, 
grab the tiny window table at Cafe 
Bonaparte (1522 Wisconsin Ave.

make G-town appealing, Baked & 
Wired (1052 Thomas Jefferson St., 
NW; 202-333-2500) draws locals 
with its combo coffee bar and bak- 
ery. “Tourists are afraid to come in, 
because it doesn’t say ‘Starbucks,’ ” 
said owner Teresa Velazquez. “We 
get businesspeople and our neigh- 
bors.” Velazquez, who often takes 
custom orders for parties and events 
in Georgetown, said she liked know- 
ing what to make for residents even 
before they order. 

The same bustling street scene 
that draws condo buyers also 
attracts new shops, many of them 
locally owned. Nancy Pearlstein, 
moved her upwardly hip men’s and 
women’s clothing boutique. Relish, 
(3312 Cady’s Alley; 202-333-5343) 
to Georgetown from Chevy Chase 
two years ago. “I loved the space, 
the architecture. I like being by the 
canal,” said Pearlstein. “I wouldn’t 
be anywhere else in town.” 

And like many retailers, she 


finds that Georgetown crowds 

— whether visitors or residents 

— have the funds and appetite 
for high-end, high-style gear 
from labels like Marni and Junya 
Watanbe. 

Anthony Lanier of EastBanc, 
the developer behind some of the 
biggest projects in Georgetown 
(Cady’s Alley, the Ritz-Carlton 
and 3303 Water St.) sums it up:

Mega-communities 
offer climbing walls, 
golf greens and more 

In Showtime’s cult hit “Weeds,” 
Mary Louise Parker plays a recent- 
ly widowed housewife who resorts 
to pot dealing to pay the mortgage 
in a fictional planned community 
called Agrestic. 

In the 1970s sitcom “The 
Jeffersons,” an upwardly mobile 
African-American couple knows 
they’ve “moved on up” when they 
can afford to buy in a tony condo 
building — but aside from nosy 
neighbors, there’s no community 
association or clubhouse in sight. 

Even in Hollywood, it’s clear that 
there are pros and cons to organized 
developments. Think of the subur- 
ban zombieland in “The Stepford 
Wives.” 

But what is a planned commu- 
nity, really? What’s the difference 


between buying a condo or town- 
house in one or not? 

Group Planned Community 
Archives, a Fairfax, Va. -based 
nonprofit group, said the term 
“planned community” basically 
refers to any large-scale, mixed- 
used development that boasts on- 
site shops, restaurants and offices, 
as well as residences. They’re meant 
to attract a diverse population with 
their conveniences. 

Amenities tend to be plentiful 
in such communities, which are 
often referred to in the industry as 
PUDs — planned urban develop- 
ments. Take the National Harbor 
Project, currently being built at the 
foot of the Wilson Bridge in Prince 
George’s County. When it delivers 
in 2008, the 300 -acre development 
will include 2,500 condominiums, 
a 4,000 -room hotel and a million 
square feet of retail, entertainment 
and restaurants. In Loudoun County,

the already established Lansdowne 
on the Potomac not only encompass- 
es residences, stores and restaurants, 
but also has its own elementary and 
middle schools and Inova Loudoun 
Hospital. 

Fitness centers are a given even 
at normal condominiums. But in 
PUDs, golf fairways and putting 
greens are par for the course these 
days. Next summer, Pulte Homes’ 
new Potomac Club development 
in Woodbridge, Va., will offer res- 
idents what Shawn Evans, a Pulte 
vice president of sales and market- 
ing, calls a “beyond state-of-the-art 
fitness center with on-site trainers.” 
The Potomac Club will also feature 
a three-story rock-climbing wall for 
those who want to be like Spider- 
Man. And in Haymarket, Va., the 
Piedmont development boasts both 
indoor and outdoor pools. 

And D.C. area offerings seem 
tame compared with perks PUDs 
put forth elsewhere. Residents at 
Cooper Life at Craig Ranch in 
Texas enjoy “boutique” medical 
care, which includes doctors who 
make house calls. Buy property at 
Las Vegas’ Rhodes Ranch, and you 
can frequent on-site handball, bas- 
ketball and squash courts. 

Living in one of these mini- 
worlds isn’t just fun and games. 
Planned communities may also offer 
a degree of safety that stand-alone 


buildings don’t. Yes, many normal 
condo complexes and townhouses 
include a security gate or locked 
entry door. But a new trend in 
master-planned communities is 
to post live guards at the gate to 
check who’s coming in and who 
they’re coming to see. No verifi- 
cation? No entry. The extra step 
decreases the risk of home rob- 
beries and car crimes. 

It can be nice to come home to 
swimming pools and added safety 
features. But before buying property 
in a PUD, consider whether you’ll 
actually use these things. “Look and 
see if what they call a town center 
really provides amenities you want,” 
said John Mcllwain, senior housing 
fellow at the Urban Land Institute 
in D.C., a nonprofit research orga- 
nization that promotes responsible 
land use. “Don’t take it for granted 
[that it will] meet your needs.” 

Sixtysomething Barbara Wise, a 
training course developer, bought a 
townhouse in Reston Town Center 
in 1995. “I was at the right place at 
the right time,” she said. “The fact 
that it was a planned community 
didn’t enter my mind.” She said 
the retail and restaurant scene in 
Reston is lively, but she doesn’t take 
advantage of it. “The stores real- 
ly don’t cater to my style. They’re 
more upscale,” she said. “And I sel- 
dom eat out.”

Another downside to living in a 
planned community: Since most, 
like Reston, are built to be self-con- 
tained, they eat up a lot of acreage. 
Golf courses and hiking or biking 
trails require big chunks of land, 
which isn’t usually available close 
to a major city. 

So with no organized urban vil- 
lages in locales like Georgetown or 
Arlington, that means living in a 
planned community could add to 
your commute. “Everybody’s got a 
car, but driving them in suburbs 
is getting more problematic,” said 
Mcllwain. “Traffic is only going to 
get worse. It’s going to get more 
expensive as gas prices rise.” 

“It’s hard to find a planned 
community inside the Beltway,” 
said Ryan. “Folks who are more 
concerned with finding a location 
near a Metro, or who are worried 
about commute times inside the city 
may prefer an infill community.” 

An infill is a stand-alone condo 
ortownhouse community typically 
erected by one builder. Such com- 
plexes generally don’t offer the 
myriad — and sometimes mind- 
boggling — housing options of a 


planned community. Think a sin- 
gle condo building or a small town- 
house community. 

The Condominiums at Carlyle 
Square, currently under construc- 
tion near Alexandria’s Old Town, is 
one example of an infill or stand- 
alone development. With an expect- 
ed completion date in early 2007, 
the condo offers a fitness center. 


pool, 24 -hour concierge service 
and covered parking. 

Carlyle Square may not boast 
the restaurants or retail stores of 
its suburban, megalopolis cousins, 
but 28 -year-old Sally Sakelaris, a 
patent analyst group director with 
Landon IP, was drawn to its con- 
venient location. She bought a 
700 -square -foot apartment here 


last spring. “At my stage in life, it’s 
important to be centrally located to 
the city. A rock-climbing wall and 
a golf course would be wonderful, 
but that wouldn’t overcome the fact 
that you have to live in Reston to get 
those things,” she said. ’’Here, I can 
jump on the Metro or walk down 
King Street [to shop or eat].” 

Developers have a lot of raw 


material to work with in a planned 
community. Space is more plenti- 
ful, and they use it to accommodate 
housing needs from starter condos 
to single-family homes to sprawling 
mansions on the golf course. PUDs 
appeal to a large group of consum- 
ers, who like the ability to move up 
or down without excessively dis-

Continued from E30 
rupting their children by changing 
schools or otherwise changing the 
daily scenery of their lives. 

And that scenery may be more 
varied in a planned community 
because there are multiple devel- 
opers designing the homes. Ryan 
said, “Typically in larger planned 
communities, the consumer gets a 
much greater choice of home prod- 
uct and builder. [That means] vari- 
ous choices of floor plans and eleva- 
tions, so you’ll get more options with 
regard to price and use of space.” 

Like condos, planned communi- 
ties also offer relief from everyday 
maintenance issues. People who 
live in PUDs usually pay home- 
owner’s association fees. These 
cover things like grounds mainte- 
nance, snow removal and the sal- 
ary for that guard checking IDs at 
the gate. 

“That can be good, because it 
takes the responsibility for manag- 
ing the common areas, roads and 
the like,” said Mcllwain. “You par- 
ticipate in a democratic little group. 


You have some control.” 

On the flip side, he said, 
“Frequently, there are restrictions 
over what you can do with your 
property. Can you rent your prop- 
erty out? Do they pick the color of 
your front door?” 

And you’ll pay for the privilege 
of having someone manage main- 


tenance for you. HOA dues maybe 
significantly higher — often 50 per- 
cent or more — in a master-planned 
community than they would be in 
an infill. 

One perk to living in a planned 
community: access to new friends 
and potential dates. “People have 
a lot better chance of running into 


each other at the pool, golf course, 
club house or communal activity 
center,” said April Masini, author of 
“50 First Dates” andAskApril.com, 
an online dating and relationship 
magazine. “This makes finding out 
if a person is right for you easier, 
because you have more opportuni- 
ties to see them before you go on a 


date with them.” 

Beyond that, folks bunking down 
in the same ’hood often have a lot 
in common. “Most people want 
someone in a particular economic 
bracket with a particular lifestyle,” 
said Masini. “People living in these 
communities are already showing 
you their lifestyle and their eco- 
nomic bracket.” 

The dating scene didn’t draw 
Sakelaris to her condo at Carlyle 
Square, but she is considering 
another lifestyle change based on 
her new location: ditching her car. 
“It’s pointless. I don’t need it.” 

Whether you live in a stand-alone 
condo or townhouse or a master- 
planned community really depends 
on how much you like to control your 
environment. Wise said, “If you’re a 
free spirit, this isn’t for you. If you 
like to garden or put up fences or 
change things around.” 

But if you like consistency in your 
surroundings and enjoy swimming, 
biking and other things a planned 
community offers, you may have just

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‘Creative Class’ 
author examines 
D.C. neighborhoods 

On a mid-morning in early August, 
Richard Florida — theoretician du 
jour about what makes cities suc- 
ceed — wouldn’t stop staring at the 
bungalows speeding past his car 
window in the Brookland area. 

“This is a real neighborhood. I 
know when people hear the term 
‘Northeast’ what they think,” he 
said. “The typical advantaged per- 
son doesn’t know this exists.” 

With Florida riding shotgun, his 
assistant steered his Land Rover 
toward Prince George’s County. 


The author of “The Rise of the 
Creative Class” has become increas- 
ingly influential with local devel- 
opment officials since moving here 
from Pittsburgh two years ago for a 
post at George Mason University. 

In Prince George’s, his work — 
which argues that cities that attract 
highly educated “creative class” 
workers fare better economically 
— was considered “validation” for 
the Gateway Arts District, an initia- 
tive to revive the Route One corri- 
dor. In Fairfax, officials are working 
on a summit on creative economies 
and how businesses can attract a 
creative work force. 

Florida approves of such talk. 
His criticism of Washington is that 


not enough of its residents think of 
themselves as living in a creative, 
dynamic place. 

“People in these communities 
think they’re part of a different 
region and they’re not,” he said. 
“This is a global center. It’s one of 
the 10 most important economic 
regions in the world.” 

Creative-class types value 
authenticity. They prefer “streets 
lined with a multitude of small 
venues” such as bars with live per- 
formances, art galleries and book- 
stores, which set the stage for over- 
lapping social scenes. 

For members of the creative 
class, “this kind of ‘scene of scenes’ 
provides another set of visual and 


aural cues they look for in a place to 
live and work,” he writes. “You may 
not paint, write or play music, yet if 
you are at an art-show opening or in 
a nightspot where you can mingle 
and talk with artists, you might be 
more creatively stimulated than if 
you merely walked into a museum 
and proceeded to spectate.” 

Florida defines the creative class 
by occupation. It includes not only 
the stereotypical bohemians, such 
as artists, dancers, and writers — 
classified as “super creatives” — but 
also lawyers, mathematicians and 
computer programmers. The def- 
inition covers about 47 percent of 
the Washington work force, mak- 
ing the region much more than a 


government town. 

Florida ticked off the presence 
of XM Satellite Radio Holdings 
Inc., Discovery Communications 
Inc., Weekly Standard editor Bill 
Kristol and liberal economics writ- 
er William Greider, as examples of 
the dynamic. 

Such a constellation of people 
and companies and interests forms 
“organically,” Florida said. In 2000, 
developers encouraged telecom and 
tech companies to move to the next 
destination on Florida’s August city 
tour. First and M streets Northeast, 
the heart of NoMa. A few came, but 
the migration trickled to a halt as 
the dot-com boom went bust.

The area has since shown signs of 
life with the opening of a Metro sta- 
tion, XM’s headquarters and inter- 
est from developers. But standing on 
First Street, Florida said he found 
the idea of an organized technolo- 
gy corridor laughable. “The whole 
idea you can create a technology 
district as a real estate solution 
doesn’t work,” he said. A Google - 
esque endeavor was never going to 
take root there without nearby uni- 
versities pumping out the necessary 
talent to create it, he said. 

The conditions necessary for 
technological innovation are not 
unlike the ones that produced 
local punk-rock band Fugazi in 
the 1980s, Florida explained later, 
flashing his knowledge of the local 
music scene. 

“I know a little bit — enough to 
be dangerous — about the music 
scene here. . . . The only really cultur- 
ally innovative thing besides go-go 
was that punk movement that came 
out of D.C. in the ’80s,” Florida said, 
adding that it “had a lot to do with 
a lot of smart kids going to college 
here and cheap rents to create spac- 
es like the 9:30 Club.” 

Another major factor in 
attracting creative- class types is 
“openness,” he said. And so far, 
Washington has proved to be

more open than Pittsburgh, espe- 
cially relating to his contention that 
a large gay presence correlates posi- 
tively with a city’s economic perfor- 
mance. The idea didn’t fly too well 
in Steel City. 

“I think most of my critics distort 
my ideas. ‘Florida is for bohemians 
and gays and not for families.’ Duh. 
I’m a member of a family,” he said. “I 
wanted to say artists and culturally 
creative people have relevance.” 

“My work isn’t about a place to 
get a latte and nightlife. What my 
work is about is harnessing the ener- 
gy we see in the community.” 

When he isn’t teaching at George 
Mason or traveling the world for 
speaking engagements, Florida, 48, 
can be found biking in Rock Creek 
Park or working in his Cleveland 
Park study, which looks like an art 
gallery. When he and his wife go out, 
it is often to Gallery Place. 

Despite Gallery Place’s prefab 
jumble of modern and historic-look- 
ing facades, he pronounced it free of 
“urban development crimes.” 

Like other creative- class cen- 
ters, Washington is already fac- 
ing threats to the mix: a dearth 
of affordable housing and ris- 
ing income inequality. The very 
dynamics that are attracting cre- 
ative-class workers to the area are 
also helping drive out the qualities 
they seek. And that can lead to sti- 
fling homogeneity. “Once a place 
gets boring, even the rich people 
leave,” he said. 

Take Adams Morgan, which he 


cited in “The Rise of the Creative 
Class” as having the sort of multicul- 
tural sensibility that creative types 
crave. A recent drive through the 
neighborhood on a Saturday night 
changed that view. 

“I was in shock. Adams Morgan 
has become something fundamen- 
tally different on the weekend,” he 
said, referring to the throngs of

inebriated, pizza-eating 20 -some- 
things Riling the streets. “This isn’t 
the place it’s going to happen.” 

On U Street, Florida wondered 
whether revitalization had already 
extracted a price. “I can barely see 
the legacy of Duke Ellington,” he 
said. All was not lost. On the 
way out of Busboys and Poets, a 
cafe-restaurant tucked inside a 
new condo development, Florida 
picked up a free literary journal 
titled “Divided City.” In its pages, 
he appeared to find the sense of 
“realness” he had found lacking 
in the streetscape. 

“Holy [expletive]. These peo- 
ple need to be in the debate,” he 
said, paging through it intensely.
